Bruton stated that he and

The Hamvibal 
and 
St. Joseph 
Railroad was little more than 
a 
vision that afternoon in Novem­ 
ber, 1851, when the ceremony 
of 
breaking ground took 
place 
at 
Hannibal. 
But less than 8 years 
later, in 1859, reality had been ac­ 
complished and the first railroad 
across Missouri 
had 
been 
com­ 
pleted. 
The building of the Han­ 
nibal and St. Joseph Railroad was 
not only an important factor 
in 
the history of North Missouri and 
the State, but its place is estab­ 
lished in hte history of the West. 
The morning of 
November 
3, 
1851, seventy-one years ago this 
week, was ushered in at Hannibal 
by the firing of cannon and 
“the 
uprising of a bright and joyous 
vun". 
Missourians from all over 
the State were expected there that 
day to take part in the celebration 
atending the inauguration of work 
on the railroad. From early morn­ 
ing the “stalward farmers 
came 
pouring in on horseback and 
in 


wagons". Then came the steamer 
Die Vernon from St. Louis, bring­ 
ing 200 delegates, including 
the 
St. Louis Greys and a hand. 
By eleven o’clock, great throngs 
crowded the streets of the small 
river town, and at that hour the 
chief marshall of the day, A. W. 
Lamb, 
formed 
a 
procession on 
Front 
Street. 
From 
there 
the 
procession was led 
through 
the 
streets to the public square where 
the speaking of the day was held. 
Col. R. F. Richmond, the tem­ 
porary president 
gave 
way 
to 
Thomas L. Anderson, the perman­ 
ent president, who introduced the 
orator of the day, J. B. Crockett 
of St. Louis. 
A fter the principal 
speech and the passing of resolu­ 
tion', the procession 
was 
again 
formed and marched to Draper’s 
Meadow. 
Here a “bountifu 
re­ 
past”, comprising a barbecue, was 
served to the crowd, after which 
the climax of the celebration took 
place. 
In the absence of the governor 


of the State, Robert M. Stewart, 
president of the Hannibal and St. 
Joseph Railroad, officiated at 
the 
ceremonies of breaking ground. At 
the conclusion of a brief 
speech, 
Stewart, who afterward 
became 
governor of Missouri, said: 
“In 
the name of the Hannibal and St. 
Joseph Railroad, with equal good 
will to the Pacific Railroad, 
and 
in the name of the State of Mis­ 
souri. I remove the first shovel full 
of earth”. 
The ceremony was fol­ 
lowed by great cheers from 
the 
crowd. 
Later in the day, Gilchrist 
Porter gave an address at 
the 
public square, and th at night 
a 
“grand Rail Read Ball” was held 
in Benton Hail. 
With 
vivid enthusiasm, Orion 
Clemens, 'brother 
of 
that great 
Missourian, Mark Twain, reported 
the proceedings of 
that 
historic 
day in his paper, 
the 
Hannibal 
Journal and Western 
Union. 
He 
ended an editorial on 
the 
event 
with the prophetic words, 
“The 
road can be built—it will be built”. 
And it was. 
The first public meeting in Han­ 
nibal to consider the building of a 
railroad 
from Hannibal 
to 
St. 
Joseph was held in the spring of 
1846 in the law- office of John 
M. 
Clemens, 
then 
a justice of 
the 


peace and father of Mark Twain. 
Judge Z. G. Draper presided 
at 
this meeting and Robert F. I.ake- 
man was 
secretary. 
Not 
more 
than a dozen persons attended th< 
meeting, but it was 
decided 
to 
memorialize the General Assem 
bly to grant a charter. The meet­ 
ing must have brought results, for 
on February 16, 1847, an act of 
the General Assembly was 
ap­ 
proved, incorporating “The Han­ 
nibal 
and St. Joseph’s 
Railroad 
Company.” 
Little was done on the road in 
its first years. 
In 1851 the State 
granted aid of $1,500,000 and 
1852 a Federal grant of over 600,- 
000 acres was provided. 
In June. 
1857, the road had reached Ilun 
newell, only 37 miles from Hanni­ 
bal. 
Work was rushed during that 
and the following year, construc­ 
tion also being pushed eastward 
from St. Joseph and on February 
13, 1859, at a point just east

Chillicothe, the road was completed 
with the driving of a golden spike.
